The admirable resolution! uf Alderman

Al any rite, we 
distinguish between the purpoae gnd the 
mode,— between the particular iteam- 
engine, and any other pump for elevating 
the water, or any jrailictilar si^e of pipes, 
or any particular place or line of com- 
mencement, and the great general and 
indisputable, and alas, ill-appreciated end 
of affording to the inhabitants waltr in 
their uwn houies. Happily water wurkt 
ate of such u nature thai any error com- 
mitted ia the power of the engine* or the 
connection uf the com mu nicit ion may he 
remedied at little cost, and the appteheo- 
lion of *uch error or coil ought not to re- 
tard the main design. 

Now we canu^l part without a few 
word* tu ihooe gentlemen in the Council, 
who, we do not uy supported our viewa, 
but who were evidently of our opinion. 
It it true Ihe hour was very unseasonable, 
and there ought tu have btea an adjourn- 
ment, Mr. Htt,L it not entitled tu be 
angry at them, we own. But we beg 
them to rellect that, if they had remained, 
the adveri* and retrograde menu ret would 
have been carried only by n majority of 
one, instead uf uaaninioutly by ten, and 
thst was worth aacriiicing a little comfort 
to obtain.
